“there arc no reversion rights” 
in connection with the station 
recently turned over to the city 
by Pacific Electric. 

The question of “who really 
owns the depot” came up at 
an adjourned meeting Satur¬ 
day morning when one of the 
Councilmen pointed out that in 
1505 when the City School Dis¬ 
trict .sold the depot property to 
the Los Angeles Interurban 
Railroad, the laws then provid¬ 
ed that if the company ever 
stopped running rail cars own¬ 
ership of the land would revert 
back to the school district. 

At any rate, the Council 
adopted a resolution Saturday 
accepting the “quitclaim deed” 
covering the station.

Last year, loss by fire within the city limits was estimated at 
$6000 by Fire Chief James C. Heasley. This figure was $1600 less 
than the estimated loss for 1949. 

In his annual report to the City Council and to the National 
Board of Underwriters, Chief 
Heasley said there were only 
15 fire department calls during 
1950. There were 36 calls dur¬ 
ing 1949. 

And three months—January, 

October and November — were 
completely free of fire, with no 
calls reported, the chief said. 

Mr. Heasley said the few fire 
calls last year was due to “con¬ 
stant fire prevention work and 
close contact with residents 
and the alertness of the depart¬ 
ment’s increased interested 
members.”

Many compliments have been received at the NEWS Office 
concerning the recent publication of “The Annals of Early Sierra 
Madre.” 

Residents have been pleased to read about events in which 
they themselves or their families took part. But the observations 
of a stranger living in the east should be of interest to C. VV. 
Jones, president of the Historical Society, and to his book com¬ 
mittee. 

E.xcerpts follow from a letter written by Dr. Rockwell M. 
Kempton of Saginaw, Michigan, to Peter Ward of the NEWS: 

“I have just completed thumbing through the copy of “The An¬ 
nals of Early Sierra Madre’. I was very much impressed and for 
several reasons. I’m sure it represents a tremendous amount of 
work on the part of a large number of people. 

“The ‘get-up’ of the book is really very attractive from begin¬ 
ning to end—even to the paper used on the outside cover. I like 
the binding with its warm, soft color—set off by the blue title. 
The early photographs and many cuts done in sepia are very 
nice. 

“I enjoyed noting the photograph of Mr. Jones in his younger 
days as the first Mayor and again as President of the Historical 
Society. Many communities miss the mark in failing to assemble 
such bits of historical data until too late. There is only now and 
then to be found a person with an historical bent who is capable 
and willing to undertake so stupendous a task. 

“It was also very nice that Sierra Madre’s own paper was able 
to do the print job. This in itself must have been an undertaking 
—for after all, your main job is publishing a newspaper rather 
than turning out books. 

“Allow me to congratulate the editorial committee on their 
plan of presenting—short chapters on a variety of subjects, by 
different writers.
